Thunderstorms and rain start¬ 
ing Tuesday night caused major 
delays at the Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport, power out¬ 
ages and flooding on some fields 
and roads. 

Linda Libby, a meteorologist 
with Environment Canada, said a 
pool of cool air snuclc up the coast¬ 
line of Nova Scotia and with it 
came unstable air that caused 
showers and thunderstorms. 

But that’s slowly on it’s way to 
Newfoundland, and looking ahead 
to the weekend, Libby said the 
skies will be brighter. 

“We’re looking at a clearing 
trend on Friday, with a mix of sun 
and cloud... and then Saturday we 
should be sunny with tempera¬ 


tures coming back to normal, 
which for Halifax is around 23 
degrees.” 

Cindy Wheatley’s restaurant 
was bustling with activity yester¬ 
day, but she wasn’t taking orders 
or serving steaks. 

The owner of Boneheads BBQ, 
on Barrington Street was franti¬ 
cally putting the pieces together 
after Tuesday night’s storm. 

Her power was out for about 
nine hours, causing her entire 
inventory of fresh meat, produce 
and dairy products to spoil. 

“It’s a serious blow. We’re a 
small business and we can’t real¬ 
ly afford to not be open for a day,” 
Wheatley said. 

Wheatley said she had more 
than a few bags of ice on hand. 

“I’m keeping an eye on what’s 
going on.... I’ll come in and stock 
the fridges with ice if I need to,” 
said Wheatley, who added her 
restaurant will reopen today.

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Kelly calling for fewer MLAs 


Fresh on the heels of a po¬ 
litical victory in slimming 
down the number of coun¬ 
cillors, Mayor Peter Kelly is 
adding his voice to those 
suggesting fewer provincial 
politicians.. 

“I think it’s time the 
province review its own 
structure and number (of 
MLAs) as well,” Kelly said 
yesterday. “It’s (a question) 


that needs to come to the 
forefront.” 

Reducing the number of 
MLAs, according to Kelly, 
should be undertaken for 
both financial and opera¬ 
tional efficiencies. While he 
admitted it’s yet to be 
proven that fewer politi¬ 
cians necessarily results in 
efficiencies, he said the 
same logic from the UARB’s 


decision to reduce Halifax 
Regional Council size 
should apply. 

Kelly’s comments echo 
those made a few days ago 
by the Canadian Federation 
of Taxpayers, an anti-tax 
lobbying group. The organi¬ 
zation sent a letter to 
Speaker Gordie Gosse on 
Monday outlining its de¬ 
sires of cutting MLAs, re¬ 


drawing district boundaries 
to be an equal size, and en¬ 
suring no municipal district 
is larger than a provincial 
one. 

The province requires 
district boundaries — and 
subsequently the number 
of MLAs — to be reviewed 
eveiy decade. The next re¬ 
view will occur in 2012.

O $321,000 unpaid from concert 
cash-advance scandal O HRM deems 
promoter MacKay’s debt satisfied 


It remains an open 
question whether or not 
Halifax Regional 
Municipality will repay to 
Trade Centre Limited the 
remainder of the sum used 
to make improper cash ad¬ 
vances to promoter Harold 
MacKay, says the city’s top 
bureaucrat. 

HRM’s Chief 
Administrative Officer 
Richard Butts said on Tues¬ 
day that municipal staff 
are still mulling over ways 
to recoup the $359,550 ad¬ 
vanced to but not paid 
back by MacKay for last 
year’s concerts on the 
Common. 

It was revealed Tuesday 
that MacKay agreed to pay 
back $38,000 of the 
$400,000 he was advanced 
for the Black Eyed Peas 
and Alan Jackson concerts. 
The municipality had been 
considering withholding 
necessary services for last 


month’s Me tallica concert 
— put on by MacKay’s 
wife. 

Butts said the $38,000 
would go directly to Trade 
Centre Limited, who pre¬ 
sented the municipality 
with the bill for the 
advances earlier this year. 

But that doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean the municipal¬ 
ity will pick up the 
remaining $321,550. 

“That is still 

outstanding, absolutely,” 
Butts said. “We made a rea¬ 
sonable attempt to satisfy 
the outstanding money, 
we did as well as we could 
and we made a deal.” 

Trade Centre Limited 
president Scott Ferguson 
was not available for com¬ 
ment yesterday. But TCL 
spokesman Neal Alderson 
said if the municipality 
has cut a cheque, it’s news 
to him.

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SMU plans to 
save cash by 
expanding 


While universities across 
the province struggle with 
reduced provincial funding, 
Saint Maiy’s is taking a nov¬ 
el approach to saving mon¬ 
ey: by expanding. 

The university is plan¬ 
ning a new “north east 
campus project,” expand¬ 
ing their TESL building at 
the comer of Tower Road 
and Inglis Street. 

SMU is considering three 
variations on the expan¬ 
sion, ranging from 23,500 
to 42,000 square feet. Early 
estimates for the cost of the 
project mn from $8 million 
to $16 million. 

The new building will 
bring several Saint Maiy’s 


programs, such as the Busi¬ 
ness Development Centre 
currently housed on Bar¬ 
rington Street, back on 
campus. 

“(It’s an) effort to take 
sort of the tendrils of Saint 
Maiy’s that are out there in 
the community and bring 
them back to one campus,” 
said Steve Proctor, 
spokesman for the universi¬ 
ty. “We’re paying rent at 
the World Trade Centre, 
we’re paying rent for the 
Business Development Cen¬ 
tre.... This looked like an op¬ 
portunity to save those 
(rent costs) by bringing 
them back on campus.”

An ailing 83-year-old Hosni 
Mubarak, lying ashen-faced 
on a hospital bed inside a 
metal defendants cage with 
his two sons standing pro¬ 
tectively beside him in 
white prison uniforms, de¬ 
nied charges of corruption 
and complicity in the 
killing of protesters at the 
start of his trial yesterday 

The spectacle, aired live 
on state television, was a 
stunning moment for Egyp¬ 
tians. Many savoured the 
humiliation of the man 
who ruled for 29 years, dur¬ 
ing which opponents were 
tortured, corruption was 
rife and poverty wide¬ 
spread. 

After widespread skepti¬ 
cism that Egypt’s military 
rulers would allow one of 
their own — a former head 
of the air force — to be 
prosecuted in front of the 
world, the scene went a 
long way to satisfy one of 
the key demands that has 
united protesters since Feb. 
11, when Mubarak fell fol¬ 
lowing an 18-day uprising. 

“This is the dream of 


Egyptians, to see him like 
this, humiliated like he hu¬ 
miliated them for the last 
30 years,” said Ghada Ali, 
the mother of a 17-year-old 
girl in the city of Alexandria 
who was shot to death dur¬ 
ing the crackdown. 

“I want to see their heart 
explode like my daughter’s 
heart exploded from their 
single bullet,” Ali said. 

A prosecutor read the 
charges against Mubarak — 
that he was an accomplice 
along with his then-interior 
minister in the “intentional 
and premeditated murder 
of peaceful protesters” and 
that he and his sons re¬ 
ceived gifts from a promi¬ 
nent businessman in return 
for guaranteeing a lowered 
price in a state land deal. 

“Yes, I am here,” 
Mubarak said from his bed, 
raising his hand slightly 
when the judge asked him 
to identify himself and en¬ 
ter a plea. “I deny all these 
accusations completely,” he 
said wagging his finger. His 
sons also pleaded not guilty.

Deathly ill Gloria Taylor is 
refusing to die — yet. 

Although she is living 
far longer than her doctors 
had predicted, she plans to 
hang on until her right-to- 
die case is hurried through 
a B.C. court. 

B.C. Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice Lynn Smith agreed to a 
speedy trial for Taylor, 
who wants a doctor-assist¬ 
ed suicide. 

“I am satisfied the time 
is urgent,” Smith told a 
Vancouver court yesterday. 

A four-week summary 
trial will begin Nov. 15. 

Taylor’s lawyer, Joe Ar- 
vay, said the decision to 
fast-track the trial means 
she may now have the 
chance to use a doctor to 
help her end her life. 

Taylor, 63, has Amy¬ 
otrophic Lateral Sclerosis, 
or Lou Gehrig’s disease, 
and Arvay said her condi¬ 
tion is getting worse. 

“Gloria is an amazing 
woman. She has lived 
much longer than the doc¬ 
tors had predicted,” Arvay 
said. “She told me she was 
going to hang on as long as

pummel Italy, Spain

Italy and Spain saw their 
economies take a beating 
yesterday as market tur¬ 
moil threatened to plunge 
the countries into Europe’s 
debt crisis. 

After a volatile day on 
markets, in which Italian 
borrowing rates touched a 
record high, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Silvio Berlusconi vowed 
to focus his policies on the 
economy Addressing par¬ 
liament in Rome after fi¬ 
nancial markets had closed 
for the day, he said Italy 
needs to promote competi¬ 
tiveness and growth. 

He said the 70-billion- 
euro austerity measures 
passed last month will bal¬ 
ance the budget by 2014, 
and emphasized that nine- 
billion-euro infrastructure 
projects mostly in the poor¬ 
er south will help promote 
growth. 

He said investors who 
were pushing up Italy’s 
borrowing rates did not 



recognize the country’s sol¬ 
id banking system. 

Spain was also under the 
market spotlight, forcing 
Prime Minister Jose Luis Ro¬ 
driguez Zapatero to delay 
his vacation by two days. Its 
10-year borrowing rate 
edged down slightly yester¬ 
day, but both countries’ 
bond yields have soared in 
recent days, suggesting in¬ 
vestors are worried they 
may eventually need help 
with their debt. 


Debt reckoning 


► Italy has debt nearing 120 

per cent of economic out¬ 
put. 

► Spain is struggling with a 

swollen deficit and a job¬ 
less rate of nearly 21 per 
cent, one of the highest in 
Europe. 


The revival of the debt 
crisis is mainly due to a 
global sell-off by traders of 
any investments that ap¬ 
pear risky, such as the 
bonds of Italy and Spain. 

Bailouts for Spain or 
Italy would be far more ex¬ 
pensive than the rescue 
packages agreed for 
Greece, Ireland and Portu¬ 
gal and would likely over¬ 
whelm the eurozone’s 
finances.

O Canadian group denies it was hit by cyber-attacks 
O McAfee report says anyone can fall prey to intrusions 


The World Anti-Doping 
Agency says it “has yet to 
be convinced” that it was 
one of four Canadian op¬ 
erations targeted in an in¬ 
ternational hacking scam. 

Security firm McAfee 
named the Montreal- 
based agency in a report 
released yesterday, saying 
its systems were compro¬ 
mised for 14 months start¬ 
ing in August 2009. 

McAfee dubbed the 
hacker scheme Operation 
Shady RAT, with RAT be¬ 
ing a common acronym in 
the computer industry 
meaning Remote Access 
Tool. 

The agency concedes 
there was a breach of its 
email servers in February

Maple has said it expects 
securities regulators and 
the federal Competition 
Bureau to make a ruling by 
the fall. 

The investors in Maple 
Group include 13 of Cana¬ 
da’s largest financial heavy¬ 
weights including the 
Canada Pension Plan 
Investment Board, the On¬ 


tario Teachers’ Pension 
Plan, several banks and 
Manulife Financial. 

Maple Group is the only 
suitor remaining to buy 
TMX Group after a 
proposed merger with the 
London Stock Exchange 
was killed because there 
was not enough TMX share¬ 
holder support.

If any actor is an expert at 
performance-capture tech¬ 
nology, it’s Andy Serkis.

• 1 small red onion, 
chopped 

• 2 small red potatoes, grat¬ 
ed 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) low-sodium

• Ground black pepper, to

• Four 125-gram (4-oz) 
salmon fillets 

• 1 scallion, thinly sliced 


brown. Season with the 
soy sauce and black pep¬ 
per. 


Though relatively high in 
fat — especially compared 
to most white fish — 
salmon is a great choice 
for a healthy diet. 

That’s because salmon’s 
fats fall mostly in the good- 
for-your-heart unsaturated 
category. Which is a happy 
coincidence, because that 
fat happens to be key to 
salmon’s moist texture 


and rich, indulgent 
flavour. It also makes it a 
breeze to cook. The oils in 
salmon make it hard to 
overcook and dry out. 

So for a simple and 
healthy summer dinner, 
we’ve paired salmon with 
a mushroom hash. The 
earthy flavour of shiitake 
mushrooms mixed with

Salmon with

Preparation: 

I ln large saute pan over 
high, heat 15 ml (1 tbsp) 
of the olive oil.

Low¬ 
er heat to medium-high, 
then add the shallots 
and onion. Saute for 6 
to 8 minutes, or until 
the onion becomes soft.

Set aside in colander to 
continue to drain. 

Meanwhile, cut bacon 
into bite-size pieces. 
Cook in a skillet over 
medium-low heat until 
lightly crisped; drain on 
paper towel-lined plate. 
Keep warm. 

In a large bowl, whisk to¬ 
gether lemon juice, hon¬ 
ey and hot pepper 
flakes. Add drained 
wheat berry mixture, 
onion and coriander; 
toss well. Season with 
salt and pepper.
